Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10/13/2009 
has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10/13/2009 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4 and 5 are allowed. 

There is no teaching or suggestion in the applicable prior art of a phosphor 
represented by the formula Cai-b-cSr b Eu c lv1gSi206 where 0.1<t»<0.4 and 0<c<0.1 . The 
closest applicable prior art exhibits £><0.1 (US 6802990 to Toda et al.), and provides no 
suggestion to modify the b value to meet the requirements of the instant claims. The 
instant claims are found to be novel and non-obvious. 

With regard to the prior art materials included in the IDS submitted 10/13/2009, 
none of the prior art disclosed in the submission is applicable to the instant claims. US 
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20070029524 and WO 2004/101710 are not available as prior art due the date of 
publication. US 2004008027, WO 03/036675 and EP 1321500 do not read on the 
instant claims. While example 1 of EP 193306 appears to read on the instant claims, in 
actuality the composition listed for example 1 includes a typographical error and does 
not support a rejection of the instant claims. This same error was addressed previously 
in the prosecution in regard to US 2002/0038861, a US equivalent of the submitted prior 
art.
